MEMBER'S RESERVATION 


“At a Jate hour to-day the 
Chint Mail received from the 
Colonial Secretary a copy of the 
final report of the Currency, Com- 
mittee, ° ' 

It autematicilly follows the 
lines of the interim — report 
published in the China Mait in the 
middle of June. 

The Hon: Dr. R. H. Kotewall, 
C.M.G,, LL.D., however, signs the 
repert with the following reser- 
vationss— : Taw 
*A.—Currency Advisory Board. 

1.—In paragraph 21 of the re- 
port alternative suggestions for 
the better contre’! of the Colony’s 
note-issue are mentioned. They 
are (a) that the Government 
“should take over the note-iisue, 

. and (b) that it should‘ exercise a 
more direct control over the 
note-issuing banks than it does 
“at present. Arguments are given 
‘in paragraphs 21 and 22 to refute 
the first suggestion, but noyea- 
sons are advanced against the 
second which seems to me to be 


of such importance. as to merit 
serious consideration. — Z 
2:.—In' paragraph 16 of my, 
memorandum I express the view 
. that, while the first alternative 
seems, for reasons given therein, 
unwise and unnecessary, the fact 
that it has been suggested by such 
important organization and local 
residents as the Chinese Bankers' 
Association. the Chinese General 
Chamber of Coinmerce, the Hon. 
Mr. J.J. Paterson and Mr. R. M. 
Dyer, C.B-E., indicate that there 
is a widespread desire on the part 
‘of the Public that the Govern- 
ment should not altogether dis- 
sociate itself: frcm the control of 
note-issue of the Colony. 
3.—Many business men and 
bankers considcr—and I agree 
with them—that the present 
system lays too great and too 
grave a responsibility upon the 
managers of the three note-issuing 
banks, Of these the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Panking Corpora- 
tion, by virtue of its premier posi- 
‘tion in China, and of the ‘special 
privilege it enjoys in being allow- 
ed by.law to issue notes in ex- 
cess of the stat:itory limit to any 
amount under certain specified 
conditions, exercises the greatest 
power; and consequently it is 
upon its Chief Manager that the 
heaviest responsibility lies in a 
time of ‘financial crisis. This 
means that‘in sucha time the wel- 
fare of the Colony largely hangs 
upon the decision. of one man.

‘past the Public has asked itself 
whether the action ‘or inaction of

NEW DREDGE.

_ Manila, July 16. 

_The new publi¢ works dredge 
for the city of Manila arrived two 
days ago from Germany and is 
at present berthed near the Anda 
monument. The dredge operates 
on the same principle as the s,s. 
Dredger. For the last 15 years 
the Dredger has heen the sole re- 
Nance for keeping the fairways 
and:bertha at Manila’ open to 
traffic. oe 

The new dredg? is larger, how- 
ever, and more powerful, which 
will enable more rapid execution 
of the work. 

The contract for the new unit 
was awarded by the bureau of 
supply, as the result of competi- 
tive bids, to Messrs, .F. Schichau, 
C. n. b. H. of Elbing, Germany, at 
a price of P471,000, including 
delivery at Manila. Formal oxe- 
‘ention of the contract was ar- 
ranged by the purchasing agent 
at New York. Through the cour- 
tesy of the War*Department, the 
services of an officér,of the En- 
gineer Corps, U.S. Army, on duty 
in Europe, were secured to super- 
vise inspection atthe ship yards. 
The vessel Jéft-Efbing, Germany 
on ‘May. 10, nianned bY a German | 
crew, and made the. 11,000. mile 
voyage under its.own power.

Tleadquarters - yesterday sent 
alarms to provineial commanders 
of provinces near by, insteucting 
them tv be on the lookout for 
lenders of the ‘sociely invading 
their territory. The names and 
descriptions of these leaders were 
enclose.

Japanese immigration ‘is of “no 
importance, but that Japan’s share 
of the industrial activities of the 
territoy is so small as to be 
scarcely worth notice. . 

’ Of the Japanese who weht ‘to the 
Dutch East Indies in 1929, he says 
that 1,266 men and 468 women were 
resident in Java, and 1,869 men and 
1,066 women ‘in the outer posses- 
sions, : 

In the districts with the greatest 
number of Japanese, viz. the East 
Coast of Sumatra and Acheen, and 
Dependencies, besides Banka and 
Dependencies, where the tin mines 
employ a great number of men at 


-high wages, there were many more 


women than men, and according to

But at every step 
taken I have consulted Messrs, 
Thomson and Co., chartered ace 
countants, The system of accounts 
still used. in the Chinese Customs 
ia antiquated, being identical with 
that of the British Treasury of 80 
years ago. Everything is. singlo 
entry, a system hardly known else- 
where in these days. We ara now 
having an opportunity to make'our 
own modification and bring things 
into line with modern practice, 
The standard paysheets for the 
whole Customs House will be ready 
next week."—P. & T. Times. 


CHOLERA EPIDEMIC, 


WILL BE STAMPED OUT BEFORE 
END OF JULY. - 
Manila, July 16 

“The cholera epidemic in the 
south will be completely eradicated 
before the end of this month,” de- 
clared Dr. Jacobo Fajardo, direc- 
tor: of the Philippine health ser- 
‘vice. Dr. Fajardo is leaving again 
to-day for Occidental Negros to 
survey the cholera situation in that 
province, 

Reports ‘received in ‘Manila 
from. Cebu and Occiental 
Negros indicated the lowest mark 
reached by the present, cholera 
epidemic since its outbreak. Cebu, 
where the epidemic did consider- 
able: damage, reported ‘only 18 
cases with nine deaths while in 
Occidental’ Negros, 19 cases and 
seven deaths, Were reported. 

The campaign to immunize the 
inhabltants of the Visayan pro- 
vinces, .¥ which was ordered by Dr, 
Fajardo, ‘prevented the apread of 
cholera in Iloilo and other Visayan 
ports, Dr. Juan de Goitia, district 
health officer of Moilo, reported 
yesterday that more than’ 90 per 


cent, of the inhabitants of Iloilo] ° 


have been immunized . against 
cholera, typhoid and dysentery, 

The bureau of science received a 
request from Dr. Fajardo to in- 
crease its production of anti- 
chqlera, serum in order to facili- 
tate the immunization of all in- 
habitants of the Philippines. Ac- 
cording to Dt. Fajardo, even in 
Mindanao, the anti-cholera cam- 
paign Is gaining headway. ‘In 
Zamboanga, Dr. E, Lacuna, provin- 
‘cial health officer reported that the 
campaign is meeting with success 
with the co-operation of the pro- 
vincial authorities and the inhabj- 
tants of the province. 


813 Deaths. : 
Manila, July 18. 

Cholera victims in the south 
since the first outbreak in May 27 
to date have reached to 813,. with 
1,666 cases, and a record of a little 
less-than 50 per cent. mortality, 
according to statistics on record in 
the Philippine health service, 
Yesterday’s' ‘mortality alone num- 

bered 22, with 64 new cases, 
Tlotlo and Masbate are the two 
new provinces-where the epidemic 
showed signs of éxistence, accord- 


‘ing to reports received at the

Keller, who was out on ball while 
awaiting trial for, dopo peddling as 
a sideline to hia bootlegging, was 
badly! beaten up by Lutterel: gangs- 
ters a’ week ago.

He was seen. by: “Blackie” 
Williams, one of Lutterel’s gang. 
Williams and. Keller draw’ revolvers 
and opened fire in the midst of the 
carnival crowd. 

Walter “Crip” Mobba, another of. 
the Lutterel gangsters and Lutterel 
himself, rushed to Williams’ assist- 
ance. , 

Keller was cornered, but he shot 
Williams dead and was shot himself 
in the ley. (a 

‘He continued firing while lying on 
the ground, and wounded Mobbs. 

Lutterel is accused of backing 
away from Keller's ferocious firing 
and of firing indiscriminately into 
the crowds of people who were 
scattering from the bullets.
